Washington. D. C., April 15. — 


President Wilson has been exceed- 
ingly busy the past week smashing 
all kinds of precedents, until the sea- 
soned legislator, who never _ had so 
many thrills before, is sitting up and 
wondering what next is going to hap-

Washington. 


That President Wilson has no partic- 
ular regard for tradition was exem- 
plified last Tuesday when he read his 
message on the tariff to the joint as- 
sembly of the House and Senate and 
won a new position in the esteem of 
the American people. 


Many of the members of the 63rd 


Congress looked upon the innovation 
with mingled feelings of doubt and 
criticism but whereas they went to 
the Capitol to scoff and possibly to 
jeer they returned with nothing but 
praise and commendation for the dig- 
nity of the occasion and the high 
minded way in which the new depar 
ture was staged.

Soldiers' Pensions 


The House passed 
th/3 soldieis' 


pension bill, providing for an annual 
appropriation of one million five hun- 
dred thousand dollars. It is now in 
the Senate where it will likely pass, 
and again be sent to the Governor, as 
in years gone by, with the probability 
that the Governor, as heretofore, will 
veto it. 


A public utilities bill has at last 


finally been agreed upon, and is now 
on first reading, but the House has 
again referred it to the committee 
for another hearing. There is much 
dissatisfaction with it and a vigorous 
fight will be made in the House 
against many of its provisions. 
It 


provides for seven commissioners, to 
be appointed by the Governor, for 
terms of ten years each, at a salary 
of ten thousand dollars per year. 
Some of the members think the peo- 
ple of the state should elect these 
commissioners. 
Other 
representa-- 


tives think the bill's teeth are not 
sharp enough, especially as to allow- 
ing the commission to squeeze out 
all the water in stocks and bonds. 


Liquor Legislation 


There are three liquor bills in the 


Senate on third reading which, if 
passed, will permit breweries and 
distilleries to take orders verbally by 
phone, or in writing, and also to ap- 
point as many agents as they may de- 
sire. 
And all' the agent will have 


to do will be to get the customer to 
sign the order, which can then be 
sent to the brewery or distillery by 
tne agent. 
This would mean that 


liquor can be sold in every commun- 
ity m Pennsylvania. 
It is doubtful 


if enough votes can be secured to 
pass this even in the Senate. 


Commission Government 


The commission form of govern- 


ment for third class cities, with the 
initiative and referendum added, pro- 
viding for five commissioners, and 
doing away with the mayor and coun- 
cilmen, passed the Senate and is now 
in the House, where it is thought 
there will be easy sledding. It is un- 
derstood that the Governor favors 
this bill, and the chances are there- 
fore bright that, beginning next Jan-

Seven hundred councilmen in

analyzed the feed with which said 
cattle were fed and found nothing 
therein injurious to stock, if proper- 
ly fed.

Your letter of the 2Sth inst. .ad- 
dressed to,. Hon.. N. B. Critchfield, 
Secretary of Agriculture, enclosing a 
clipping in regard to thel,death of the 
five cows,' and^'requ,esting us to ana- 
lyze .a. sample of the -leed used, has 
been referred to this oflice. 
. In^reply I,begrto say tfiat we have \ 
already received, a sample of this 
"Pioneer nStock Feed" 'from, Mr, JR. 
A. Long, whose 'cows died, and have 
analyzed the' sample submitted. We 
were unable to find anything wrong 
with this feed and found it to be in a 
good conditibn, being composed of 
Corn, OatJVIiddlings, Oat Hulls and a 
small amount of Barley. The analy- 
sis was as follows: 
Crude Protein 


10.44 per cent., Crude Fat 4.88 per 
cent., Crude Fiber 6.40 per cent., 
Crude Ash 2.68 per cent. 


Inasmuch as we have already ex- 


amined a sample of this feed, we feel 
that it is unnecessary to make an ex- 
amination of another sample. 
From 


the condition of the sample submit- 
ted by Mr. Long, we fail to see how 
this feed could cause the death of 
the animals in question", providing if 
was properly fed. 


We are particularly interested to 


nave the death of the cows determin- 
ed in some way and, therefore ,at the 
request of the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture we have taken this matter up 
with the State Veterinarian, Dr.' C. 
J. Marshall, who, if requested, stands 
ready to make an experiment by 
feeding some of this feed to their 
stock. We have written Mr. Long to 
this effect requesting him to get in 
touch with Dr. Marshall asking him 
to make an investigation of this case 
and to report the exact amount of 
feed used in the ration, together with 
the amount of roughage, bran and 
stock feed used. 


It may be possible that Mr. Long 


does not have enough feed to ship on 
for trial, and in this event what feed 
you have on hand may be properly 
used. 
We would suggest, therefore, 
that you get in touch with Mr. Long 
concerning this matter and cooperate 
with him in having this whole case 
thoroughly investigated by the Vet- 
erinary Department. 


Trusting this method of procedure

The Corn Crop For 1913 


The corn crop will depend on caie- 


ful preparation of the seed bed, oise 
of good seed and good cultural meth- 
ods 


Careful Preparation, means that 


the ground plowed in the morning 
must be harrowed in the afternoon; 
again harrowed after each rain; 
again after planting and before the 
seed is up, and again *when the corn 
is 5 inches high. The last two har- 
rowings must be done, if at all, with 
the spike tooth or the section har- 
row. 


The purpose of these harrowings 


is to kill weeds and to store water 
against earing time. Corn fails then 
not so much from lack of plant food 
as for lack of water to dissolve the 
plant food so that the corn plant can 
use it. 


Good'Seed1, means seed adapted to 


the particular farm; not a large 
stalked, tall growing sort for thin 
land, nor a small, early and light 
yielding sort for good land. It is a 
mistake to be too ambitious and try 
to grow corn heavier than the land 
will stand, and it is a mistake to be 
too conservative and put light corn 
on heavy land 


The best looking seed in the world 


is not good unless it tests good. Corn 
yields can be increased very heavily 
by using only seed from ears that 
show strong stalk and root sprouts. 
The man has yet to be born who can 
tell what corn will do by looking at 
the ears. 


In ease of replanting a short sea- 


son corn should be used for the re- 
plant, so as to bring it into silk and 
tassel at the same time as the origi- 
nal planting, and insure pollination. 
Glossing does not hurt, in fact it 
makes more corn for the crib 


Culture, depends on the season 
If 


the spring is very wet the tendency 
of the corn is to shallow-rooting; and 
this should* be corrected by one or 
two fairly deep cultivations 
If dry 


-weather 
follows 
planting, rooting 


will 
be 
deeper; 
and 
cultivation 


hould be just deep enough to de- 
troy weeds and keep a covering of 
loose earth in the field 


Harrowing after the corn is up 


will pull out a few stalks, but it will 
destroy so many weeds and store so 
much water as to more than offset 
the loss of the few stalks. 


Sometimes we are not sure wheth- 


er we ought to cultivate againr or lay 
the corn by. In such cases scratch a 
little piece in the corn field with a 
rake, and allow the scratched place 
to dry for a few hours. Then turn 
a common tumbler upside down there 
and another^on a piece of unscratch- 
ed ground; and let them stay in the 


sun for a half hour or so. 
If the 


tumbler on the unscratched ground 
collects much more water than the 
other one, the field needs scratching, 
that is, shallow cultivation. 


I have prepared a letter telling 


how to construct several forms of 
simple but effective corn testers, and 
will send it to anyone who cares to 
have it 


Testing means a good deal more 


corn without a bit more labor, except 
the husking; and when the corn crop 
is good we don't mind that labor so 
much.

Most' .rec'eut experiments .isbow rb;u, 


the idea that bacteria in general art- 
not bar mod by freezing is untenable 
On the other baud, the effect of very 
low temperatures has been greatly, 
overestimated. .It.has,been observed 
that as destructive effects are pro 
duced upon bacterial life; from the tern 
perature of salt and pounded ice as 
from that of liquid air. 
The critical 


point appears to be somewhat about 
the freezing point of water. An orgau- 
ism that can pass this point in s:ifet\ 
may 'be proof against even absolute 
zero. 
'A' few individual bacteria iu 


every culture tried were able to-endure 
unharmed the temperature of liquid 
air. Thiij :is believed to have befeu due 
to the absence of water in cells.—St 
Louis Republic.

this it is a good plan to plunge them- 
into a vessel of mud so as to puddle 
or cover them with mud, or cover 
them with a damp cloth to keep the 
sun and wind from 
them before 


planting 


"Dig a hole t\vo or three feet 


across. 
Make it deep enough that 


some good top ground can be put in 
the bottom of the hole and the tree 
stand on this, and be not more than 
three inches -lower than -it formerly 
grew. If you come to rocks or poor 
oil or clay remove these, so the hole 
,an be properly deepened 
T 


with good earth tramped in firmly, 
io that the tree will stand on this and 
be firm after the planting is complet- 
ed. Spread the roots in different dir- 
ections. 
Incline the tree five or ten 


degrees toward the prevailing wind, 
f it is in a region where the wind 
will strike dt' with force. 
Be sure 


that it will not be planted more than 
three inches deeper than it formerly 


rew. 
Less than this is generally 


sufficient. 


"Again, if there are places beneath 


the roots where these do not touch 
the soil, work good earth under them 
with the hands. 
Then put good soil 


over the roots to a depth of about 
two or three inches. Use no manure 
or fertilizer in contact with the roots. 
Tramp this earth as firmly as can be 
done with the feet. Success in mak- 
ing a tree grow depends upon this 
firm tramping with good soil that is 
not wet enough to cake or become 
hard, and also not,too dry. 


"After this fill in the hole with 


good top earth, not using red clay 
nor stones. 
It is all right to put 


stones over the top of the ground af- 
ter the planting is completed, filling 
to about the level of the ground, but 
do not tramp it again, and do not use 
water at any time, unless it be after 
the final refilling. 
If water is used 


be careful not to tramp or pack it 
in the least after it is wet."
